DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This action is in response to the after-final amendment filed 02 April 2003 that 
cancelled claims 1 , 4, 17, 21-23, 26, 33, 34, 37-39, and 42 while amending claims 18-20 
and 25. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2, 3, 5-16, 18-20, 24, 25, 27-32, 35, 36, 40, 41, and 43 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: for claims 2, 

3, 5-1 1 , 20, 24, 27-32, 35, 36, 40, 41 , and 43, the prior art does not teach or suggest 
using an audible measure of a segment to select between a strong and a weak 
watermark, where the selected watermark is inserted into the segment. With respect to 
claims 12-16, 18, and 19, the prior art does not teach or suggest correlating values to 
determine if a watermark is either strong or weak. With respect to claim 25, the prior art 
does not teach or suggest the combination of determining hearing thresholds and 
determining if a watermark is either strong or weak. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
